institution, sustaining serious injuries, which 
ended in the death of one of the lads, Our 
correspondent, according ‘to O Mfacaense, 
“must have been mistaken with regard to 
the details of the first named accident, 
and misinformed about the second, that 
is Wf O Mdeucnse is worthy of credence, 
which we gravely doubt. Our’ eontem- 
Purary states that an. accident did happen 
at the silk factory, injuring several porsons, 
but says it was caused by the roof falling 
in, and not bythe explosion of a boiler, 
We are further assured thatthe student 
died of consumption and not from falling 
from the tuwer. ‘So far O Vacaense has 
decidedly the best of us in the affair, Our 
contemporary then mournfully expresses 
its opinion that we cannot.care much for 
the welfare of Macao, as we have'com- 
pared the Haly City to Sodom, and des- 
cribed her military system --that burlesque

honest men, With regard to tho military 
harlequinade, wé would: remind our con- 
temporary that at the recent census, the 
proportion of the soldiery that could read 
and write amounted to something under 
ten per cent., and that the folly of burden- 
ing and impoverishing..a ‘wretchedly poor’ 
Cylony like Macao, with an ancient, cum- 
brous, useless, and expersive military 
government, has been the grievous outcry 
of the civil inhabitants, and well wishers of 
the city for years past. Physic may not be 
agreeable to the taste, butit is none the’ 
less an effective purifier to the system. 
These wholesome truths of ours about 
Macao are of course unpleasant to those 
who are fattening onthe vices of the place:

matter: and ndabody can doubt that they 
willin time make themselves felt. It is 
however plainly apparent that O dfzcacte 
is quite willing to allow matters to remain 
as they are. Patriotism is nowhere where 
filthy lucre and self interest are concerned 
amongst’ the’ noble ant disinterested 
patriots of the Holy City.

C OMPLA INTS OF ILE TREATMENT ¢ 
BY THE CREW OF THE STEAM. 


SHIP “' ARABIC," 
ieee : 

As the public will remember, says the. San 
Francisco Ca//, the steamer Arabic arrived here 
on Sunday, May 7th, having on board 1,184 
Chinamen. No signs of small-pox were disco- 
vered, aud the vessel was allowed to dock at the 
wharf of the Pacific Mail enna on the fol- 
lowing day. Everything was then supposed to 
be in a satisfactory condition, but during the 
last few days rumors have been floating about - 
the city front that there was great trouble on 
board “between the officers and crew, They 
were many and conflicting, some justifying the 
officers, and others going ta show that the crew 
had been unjustly treated, and that the provisions 
of the articles under which they shipped had. 
been violated. A Cal/reporter, after considerable 
difficulty, found a number of tho crew, late last 
’ Saturday night, in one of the numerous saloons ‘ 
atong the front." One of the.stewards was also 
present, and from hiny the following narration 
of their’ alleged wrongs was obtained. The 
steamer is owned by the White Star Line, of 5} 
Liverpool, and was chartered by the Occidental . « 
and Oriental Steamship Company to carry Chi- 
namen from Hongkong to San Francisco. ' The. 
crew, numbering forty-two, including the mate, - 
carpenter, boatswain, two cooks, four stewards, 
threeengineers and ten firemen, were engaged 
by the owners, Under the articles of ag:eement, 
which the reporter carefully examined, the-men 
contracted to serve in their several capacities on 
a voyage from Liverpool to Hongkong, via Sucz, 
and thence to San Francisco, via Japan and any 
rte and places in the China, Eastern, Arabinn, 
cd, Mediterrancan and Black Seas, Indian or - 
Pacific Oceans, California, British America, Aus: 
tralia, New Zealand, South. America, United . - 
States, Continent of aa ‘and back to a final 
port of discharge in the United Kingdom. Tho - 
term of service was not to exceed two years, to 
use the exact language of the articles, but the 
sailors claim that they were verbally assured at 
the time when they placed their signatures to the 
samme, that they could serve the entireterm if they 
were so disposed, The steward then went on-to 4 
say that the crew were not aware that they were 
working for the Occidental and Oriental Steam. . 
ship Company until after they leftLiverpool. It 
was.then too late to ‘back out, even i they so, 
desired, and the vessel finally arrived at Hong. .. 
Kong. There, as'the sailors claim, the agent of, 
the charterers discovered that he could reduce 
the expenses of the slip by hiring a Chinese crew, 
if their story be true, he offered them $25 bonus . 
to leave the vessel and reship on some other 
ship bound to Liverpool... This they refused to : 
do, as the steamer was a new onc, their, -° 
quarters. comfoiinble, and the pay good, The 
men were also strangers in Hongkong, and did 
not wish to remain there any length of time walt- 
ihg for a retura vessel. No suc offer, however, * 
was made to the officers, ag the charterers could.
